United States Marshal Bede imme- 


diately swore in a large number of 
extra deputies and sent them to the 
points of disturbance. Six of them, 
under the 
leadership of Deputy 


Sheehan, went to St. Cloud and at 2:8C 
yesterday afternoon served the order 
of Judge Sanborn upon L. B. Foster, 
president of the American Railway 
union branch at St. Cloud. The order 
will be served upon the strikers at 
Morris, 
Ureckinridge, 
Earnesville, 


Crookston and other principal points 
along the line in Minnesota to-day. 


Except on the St. Paul division and

f nstice Hammer Hearing: the Testimony 
—The Court Boom Crowded with Peo- 
ple—Intense Interest in the Case—Wit- 
nesses Called—The Prisoner's Family 
Present. 


The case of The People vs. John B. 


Creekmur, arrested for the alleged mur- 
der of Bolla Boyd, his tenant, in a barn, 
in the edge of Whitmore township, on 
the evening of Monday, April 9th, was 
called up for preliminary trial in Justice 
Odor's court at about 10 o'clock this 
forenoon. Long before the hour set for 
the hearing the narrow court room was 
packed full of people, from the desk of 
the 'squire to the door and out into the 
hall, while down on the sidewalk in front 
of Powers' Block stood knots of men 
who had been unable to enter the room. 
Nearly all of the spectators were coun- 
try people from Maroa, Friends Creek, 
Hickory and Whitmore townships, with 
a few from Oakley township. Very little 
was said about the case, and it was diffi- 
cult to ascertain the exact sentiment 
towards the prisoner who stands charged 
with the commission of a terrible crime. 
He protests his innocence. He has many 
friends who believe him incapable of 
doing any man fatal injury. On the 
other hand there are those who believe 
the case against him looks very black, 
and then there are those who are non- 
committal and will not express them- 
selves until they hear some of the sworn 
testimony. The non-committal element 
seems to be in the majority. 


THE PRISONER IN COURT. 


Deputy 
Sheriff 
Holmes 
brought 


Creekmur over to Odor's office before 10 
o'clock, and with the prisoner came his 


that Boyd had not been killed by a kick 
of the horse, which is 20 years old and 
gentle, but that the crushing of the skull 
of Boyd, which was shattered into thir- 
teen or more pieces, was inflicted by a 
downward blow. The attorney said the 
skull of Boyd would be seen in court 
during 
the 
examination. 
He be- 


lieved that Boyd had been murdered. 


Attorneys Johns and Ewing had a 


short consultation, and Mr. Johns an" 
nounced that the defense had no pro" 
hminary statements to make. 


On motion of the defense it was ruled 


that all of the witnesses on both sides 
should ba separated and called as they 
were wanted. They were sworn and put 
into the adjoining jury rooms.

He stated that the 
consultation regarded parties alleged to 
have been guilty of unlawful canduct 
with the girl hitherto mentioned in the 
case. Creekmur was one of the parties 
concerned. Mr. Clifton did not know 
anything about the case. His informa- 
tion had been gathered at second hand. 
Mr. Boyd seemed to be the active party 
in the matter. Creekmur called in re- 
sponse to note, denied all knowledge of 
the girj. So far as witness knew Creek - 
mnr was not made acquainted with the 
identy of informant.

Bogus Advance Agents Victimize 


the People, 


RSISE MONEY FOR THE ARM ARD SKIP. 


Coxey Ask* for Their Apprehension 


Wherever Found—The Commonweal 
Flotilla Not Hospitably Received— 


A Revelation About Brown. 


HANCOCK, Md., April 19 —There was 


a lively time after the Commonweal 
reached Hancock. It was found that 
Pizzaro Smith and "Cheek" Childs, 
formerly the advance agents of the 
Commonweal, had reached Hancock to- 
gether Tuesday morning, and repre- 
senting themselves as the authorized 
agents of Coxey, had raised a consid- 
erable sum of money, how much could 
not be learned, and had decamped for 
Williamsport, the next town on the 
route. Browne and Coxey at ouce issued 
a manifest to Charles Hubert, sheriff, 
and the public, denouncing the recent 
Commonwealers as impostors, and ask- 
icg their arrest should they be found. 


Childs, the advance agent, was a 


young man of better appearance than 
the average army, who had repre- 
sented the Commonweal since the start 
from Massillon, and consequently had 
credentials from Coxey on which the 
money was raised. He is said to have 
a bad record. 


The Commonweal flotilla was not 


hospitably received in Hancock in 
spite of the large crowd that greeted 
it. The town council refused to make 
any provision for feeding the travelers, 
and the men had to take their supper 
on the boat, after which they spread 
through the town, filling the salooos 
and drinking freely, though where the 
money came from no one could tell. 
There was a good deal of loud talk- 
ing and political discussion on the 
street corners and in the saloons, but 
no open violence occurred. The peo- 
ple were somewhat startled at the sud- 
den advent of so many rough-looking 
characters in town, and 
although 


many people had driven over from 
Berkley Springs to see the army, most 
of the citizens remained indoors, leav* 
ing the town practically in the hands 
of Coxey's men 


There was a revelation in Hancock 


concerning Browne, as well as con- 
cerning Smith and Childs. Burgess 
Ditto of the town council recognized 
Browne as a Prof. Lorman, who had 
visited Hancock three years ago as a 
patent medicine fakir with a great In- 
dian blood remedy. Browne declared 
that this is a case of mistaken iden- 
tity.

Decatur had a little drip of rain and 


some wind yesterday noon, and it wasn't 
considered much of a rain; but last 
night after 7:30 o'clock until a late hour 
there was an electric storm of considera- 
ble magnitude—vivid lightning and ear- 
splitting thunder, with a flood of sweep- 
ing rain which filled the gutters and pol- 
ished the paved streets in good shape.

This resulted in burn- 
ing the insulations of the telephone wires 
and also the switch board in the Mutual 
Company's exchange office in the Wait 
building. The fire brought out the de- 
partment and the flames were quickly 
extinguished, with a loss not to exceed 
$250, so reported by Mr, Roby. There 
are now three switch boards in the city 
and it is claimed that all will be con- 
nected up by to-morrow night. The 
Central Union experienced very little 
trouble on account of the storm. Only 
about 20 fuses were burnt out at the ex- 
change. 
All have been replaced by 


Manager McMillan and everything is in 
good shape again. 


The greatest trouble seems to have 


been with the Mutual exchange and the 
instruments now in place. The company 
was unfortunate in having broken or 
bits of wires crossing the lighting wires. 
Greater care should be taken in hand- 
ling the wires by all corporations having 
franchises granted them, and it is the 
duty of the city authorities to see that 
all rules and regulations are observed to 
the end that life and property may be 
reasonably safe. If the wires are prop- 
erly strung up there can be no danger.

The trial of C. B. Jeffres, the charges 


on which he was arrested being con 
versant to the readerr of the REPUBLI- 
CAN, was called in Justice Provost's court 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. The 
remainder of the afternoon was spent in 
arguing a point of law. The question 
was whether Mr. Jeffres was a retail 
dealer or was disposing of the stock un- 
der a mortgage, executed to A. Woolner, 
of Peoria, by Sophia Pulver, on the stock 
for money loaned. 


The object of the defense was to prove 


that everything connected with the deal 
was legal in every particular and ac- 
cording to law; while the prosecution 
argue that the transaction all the way 
through is irregular and there is an ef- 
fort on the part of the Peoria parties to 
dispose of the goods under a purposely 
constructed mortgage. 


C. B. Jeffres and L. Pulver were placed 


on the stand this morning and while the 
examination prpved quite smooth, the 
cross examinations by Attorneys Lefor- 
gee and Hutchinson brought out many 
interesting facts. It developed that A.' 
Woolner is the father of Sophia Pulver, 
and 
Louis Pulver 
is her husband. 


They testified that tho money was loaned 
m three installments and that Sophia 
gave no security for the loans until the 
father grew anxious for his money. But 
according to Mr. Pulver's statement his 
father-in-law did not become anxious 
until after the stock had been brought 
to Decatur and opened up for a week or 
so, and then Mr. Pulver visited Ponria 
"to visit his family," as he stated, and 
tlie mortgage was gi\en March 28th 
while he testified that he thought he 
came to Decatur about 18th or 20th. 


Several other witnesses were examined 


but nothing was developed of conse- 
quence. 


Court then adjourned until such a 


time as would be agreeable to both sides, 
and the 'Squire would then give his 
decision as to whether they were re- 
tailers. 
This decision will settle tho 


question as to the validity of tho mort- 
gage.
